The Beigian “pistolet,” the French 
“petit pain”.and the Italian “pano” are all mere 
rolls and they are nearly all crust, They are very 
carefully baked a beautiful brown, "bak never 
burned. They all differ. The “pistolet” is raised 
with brewer's yeast, is but little knéeded, and when 
baked the little crumb on the inside is full of 
holes, whilé the great part, the crust, is as brown 
as a hazel nut. The “petit pain” is long like a 
French loaf, whereas the “pistolet” is the shape a 
goose egg would take if it could be laid on one 
side and half-fiattened out. The French small loaf 
is baked a beautiful amber color and is almost all 


italy is still the land of plenty, as it was 3000 
years ago, when the first Greek colonists went over 
there and named it the victuals country, from which 
“ttaly” comes. At the end of all these centuries 
the wheat is still rich in gluten.. The macaroni 
wheat of ltaly is “stronger” than the best red wheat 
grown in Minnesota, although that is called the 
“Bread and Butter” State. “Strong” wheat is wheat 
rich in gluten and less starchy. , ss 

The Italian “pano” is about the size of a base- 
ball and almost as round. ‘The dough out of which 
it is made is kneeded so -thoroughly that the 
cooked bread is fine-grained and compact. The ap- 
pearance is very much like that of a “Maryland” 
biscuit, or “beaten” biscuit, as it is more generally 
termed. But the Roman bakes his bread better 
than‘the southern housekeeper bakes the “Mary- 
land” biscuit. 

The benefit of bread baked mostly to a crust is 
that the starch is about all converted into prod- 
ucts easily digested. Starch is one of the hardest 
forms of food on the human stomach. It is slow 
to assimilate and as it constitutes so large a por- 
tion of our food, large masses remain in the system 
Until they rot owt. We cat at the same meal half- 
baked bread, boiled potatoes and much fat meat. 
All are rich in carbons, and the result is we get 
too of this fuel into our system. There is 
not oxygen enough to burn it out thoroughly, so 
it remains there until worked off in catarrh or 
more violent forms of fever. |
